"That’s what we wanted becau se the bigger and better the 
carniv al is, the mo re mo ney we can raise fo r mu scu lar 
d y stro p hy ,” she said "Ev ery bo d y knows its fo r a good 
cau se, so we’v e had a lot of good help and we know we’ll hav e 
a lot of cu sto mers and a real good tim e.” 


Scott proposes to council 
he become mayor's assistant 


Ro n Scott, who has serv ed the city as 
p lanning and management sp ecialist 
since last Sep tember, will be retained in 
the city ad ministratio n as an assistant to 
the may o r if his bu d get req u est is ap ­ 
p rov ed by the City < o u ncil in Ju ly . 
Sco tt’s cu rrent p o sitio n is fed erally - 
fu nd ed and not ex p ected to be re fu nd ed 
at the end of Sep tember. Und er his p ro ­ 
p osal, the city wou ld share the co sts of 
his new office thro u gh a fed eral match­ 
ing grant u nd er the Intergo v ernmental 
Perso nnel Act of 19 70. This p ro gram is 
ad ministered in Misso u ri by the state 
Div ision of Co mmu nity Dev elo p ment. 
Technically , the matching grant fo r­ 
mat calls for the fed eral go v ernment and 
the city to each make $11,000 p ay ments to 
fu nd the $23,200 o ffice for fiscal y ear 
from Oct 
1. 19 77, to Sep t. 30, 19 78. 
Howev er, Scott noted , the city ’s actu al 
cash ex p end itu re wou ld be o nly $8,400 
becau se the fed eral go v ernment will 
recognize “ in-kind ” co ntribu tio ns. These 
are serv ices no rmally p ro v id ed by the ci­ 
ty which can be co u nted as p art of its 
o v erall financial co ntribu tio n. 
Howev er, Scott fu rther ex p lained , the 
city fiscal y ear and this p ro gram ’s fiscal 
y ear d o not coincid e. Fo r this reaso n, the 


city will only be asked to co ntribu te 
$5,058.50 instead of the entire $8,400. This 
$5,058.50 wou ld co v er the p ro gram fo r the 
cu rrent city fiscal y ear which end s nex t 
May 31, 
Sco tt’s y early salary as may o ral assis­ 
tant wou ld be M5.000, Allo wances wou ld 
inclu d e $1,800 for trav el, $300 fo r su p ­ 
p lies, and $2,200 fo r telep ho ne, rent and 
p rinting ex p enses. Sco tt’s cu rrent salary 
as d irecto r of p lanning and management 
is $13,6 00. This increase fro m $13,ikK) to 
$15,000 wou ld inclu d e two six -mo nth 
regu lar salary increases and two cost- 
of-liv ing hikes, Sco tt ex p lained 
In 
his 
new 
p o sitio n, 
Sco tt 
said 
Thu rsd ay , he wou ld co ntinu e d o ing 
"abo u t 70 p er' cent of what I’m d oing 
now*’ in ad d itio n to taking on ad d itio nal 
assignments. Some of his cu rrent d u ties 
inclu d e hand ling mo st city grant ap p lica­ 
tions for fed eral and state financial aid 
and inv estigating su ch p ro blems as the 
local ambu lance situ atio n and the p lan­ 
ned aband o nment oi KMOS-TV as a lo cal 
co mmercial telev isio n statio n. He also 
help s co o rd inate o ther city activ ities. 
In a written rep o rt su bmitted to the 
cou ncil. Sco tt said that, if ap p o inted to 
the p ro p o sed p o sitio n, he “will p erfo rm 


activ ities d esigned to meet the p rio rity 
need s of the city ,” Among these need s, 
he said , are “d ev elo p ing cu rrent job 
class sp ecificatio ns, co mp iling a co m­ 
p rehensiv e set of p erso nnel p o licies, 
establishing and su p erv ising new p ro ­ 
jects and co o rd inating activ ities of all 
(city ) d ep artm ents.” 
Presently . Sco tt stated in the rep o rt, 
"Sed alia d o es not hav e an ind iv id u al who 
is. o r can beco me, inv o lv ed in the 
ev ery d ay 
o p eratio ns 
of 
the 
city .” 
Becau se of this, he co ntinu ed , “ d ep art­ 
ments o p erate ind ep end ently of each 
o ther, which resu lts in cases of d u p lica­ 
tion of effo rts and inco mp lete o r slowly - 
p ro v id ed serv ices. This lack of co o rd ina­ 
tio n 
between 
d ep artm ents...greatly 
red u ces the efficiency of city go v ern­ 
ment ” 
The city also lacks, Sco tt stated , “ a 
method of establishing go als and setting 
p rio rities 
fo r 
fu tu re 
d ev elo p m ent.” 
Becau se “ mu ch wo rk is d o ne as p ro ­ 
blems arise, rather than being p lanned to 
solv e p o ssible p ro blem areas befo re they 
can d ev elo p into serio u s p ro blems, so me 
p ro blems hav e ex isted fo r many y eais

Council OK's hike 
in cable TV rates

Sed alia’s 5,709 su bscribers to To tal 
Telev ision Ltd . will be p ay ing higher 
monthly rates and serv ice charges in the 
nex t few mo nths as the resu lt of actio n 
taken at Wed nesd ay ’s sp ecial City Cou n­ 
cil meeting. 
The cou ncil u nanimo u sly v o ted to 
establish a new mo nthly su bscriber rate 
of $6 .6 5, a 50-cent increase, effectiv e 
Frid ay . In ad d itio n, the co u ncil ap p ro v ed 
an increase in the co mp any ’s serv ice 
charges, effectiv e Sep t. 1, by a v o te of 7 
to 1, with First Ward Demo crat Gary 
Dey v o ting no. 
The two req u ests were p resented by 
Total Telev isio n Presid ent Jo hn Beatty 
at the Ju ne 20 co u ncil meeting, bu t 
d iscu ssio n of the m atter was d elay ed 
becau se of a bu sy co u ncil sched u le. 
Und er the new o rd inance. To tal Telev i­ 
sion’s mo nthly rates as well as serv ice 
charges will be key ed to inflatio n as 
reflected in the Co nsu mer Price Ind ex 
(CPI) fo r any 12-month p erio d , bu t can­ 
not ex ceed 6 p er cent increases fo r su ch a 
p eriod . This p olicy wou ld be in effect fo r 
fiv e y ears, u nd er the co u ncil p lan ap ­ 
p ro v ed Wed nesd ay night. 
The au to matic serv ice charge increase 
p ro v isio n req u ires a change in the o r­ 
d inance go v erning o p eratio n of the cable 
telev isio n firm. This rev isio n will be fo r­ 
malized at the co u ncil meeting Tu esd ay , 
acco rd ing to City Co u nselo r Bob Fritz. 
The serv ice charge increase p rim arily 
will ap p ly to serv ices su ch as installa­ 
tions, new ho o ku p s fo r p erso ns mo v ing, 
billing changes and o ther items. 
The Sep t. 1 effectiv e d ate on the ser­ 
v ice charge increases was set to allow 
Total Telev isio n time to notify p o tential 
clients to take ad v antage of the lo wer 
p rices. Fritz said . 
Beginning Ju ly 1, 19 78, bo th mo nthly 
and serv ice charges will be rev iewed an­ 
nu ally by the City Cou ncil. 
"Fo r fiv e y ears in the fu tu re, these 
rates will au to matically increase ac­ 
co rd ing to the CPI on Ju ly 1 of each y ear 
to a max imu m of 6 p er cent,” Fritz said . 
Therefo re, To tal Telev isio n need not seek 
a fo rmal hearing o r co u ncil ap p ro v al of 
rate increases that stay within the 6 p er 
cent max imu m. Any rate increases, 
based on the CPI will beco me effectiv e 10 
d ay s after the co u ncil has been no tified 
that the co mp any is ad ju sting rates. 
In that fiv e-y ear p erio d . To tal Telev i­ 
sion will not co me befo re the co u ncil re­ 
q u esting ano ther rate increase, said Mrs 
Carol Jo q u el, co -sy stem m anager of the 
co mp any . 


"I hav e to stay co mp etitiv e and I in­ 
tend to stay co mp etitiv e and still giv e 
good serv ice We are no t a u tility ; we are 
not necessary . If I get too high, p eo p le 
ju st wo n't take it.” she said 


Mrs Jo q u el said if the CPI sho ws a 3 
p er cent increase in co st-o f-liv ing. To tal 
Telev ision will increase its rates 3 p er 
cent. If CPI sho ws no increase, its rates 
will not rise. If CPI sho ws a 12 p er cent 
increase, the co mp any can only increase 
its p rices to the 6 p er cent max imu m. 


In p resenting her case to the co u ncil, 
Mrs. Jo q u el said the firm was not asking 
for rate increases to make p ro fit, bu t to 
“o ffset increases in ex p enses we are su f­ 
fering” becau se of inflatio n She ad d ed 
the firm had not been granted an in­ 
crease in two y ears The last increase, of 
$1.25, was granted after a lengthy co u rt

Mrs. Jo q u el said abo u t fiv e y ears ago 
Cablev ision Inc. req u ested an increase in 
its mo nthly rate fro m $5.9 0 to $6 .9 0, 
stating it was necessary fo r the o p era­ 
tion. 
“Here it is 19 77 and o u r raise is 25 cents 
less than what Cablev isio n ju st had to 
hav e o v er fiv e y ears ago ,” Mrs. Jo q u el 
said . 
Total Telev isio n p resently charges $15 
for a o ne-o u tlet installatio n that is not 
p re-wired . With the new rates, the 
charge will be $25. The installatio n co st 
of a seco nd o u tlet at the sam e time will 
remain at $7.50. If a resid ent wants to in­ 
stall a seco nd o u tlet later, ho wev er, the 
cost will ju mp fro m $10 to $15. 
A resid ent who mo v es will p ay $15 to 
transfer his cable serv ice — p ro v id ed the 
new lo catio n is p re-wired . If it is no t, the 
cost will be $25. Cu rrently , the co st fo r 
both serv ices is $7.50 each.

The cou ncil also mad e a mo tio n to 
grant a 1 p er cent allo wable charge on 
d elinq u ent acco u nts not p aid by the end 
of each 
mo nth.

was 
amend ed , ho wev er, asking fo r a d ecisio n 
to be rend ered at the nex t co u ncil 
meeting. That will allow Fritz a chance 
to research state statu tes on the m atter. 


B1 b o mb er... releg a ted to testin g , resea rch 
Carter B1 verdict: 
stop all production

Presid ent 
Carter said to d ay the United States d o es 
not need the co stly , co ntro v ersial B1 
bo mber, and reco mmend ed that p ro d u c­ 
tion 
be 
sto p p ed 
while 
testing 
and 
research co ntinu es. 
With that v erd ict, which is co u nter to 
the latest co ngressio nal v o te on the 
warp lane, Carter reaffirmed the p o sitio n 
he took as a cand id ate. He said he wasn’t 
gu id ed by his camp aign p o sitio n, bu t by 
his belief that the p ilo tless cru ise missile 
is an ad eq u ate strategic weap o n witho u t 
the new manned bo mber He said the 
cru ise missile sho u ld be d ep lo y ed . 
The Presid ent, no ting that he ho p es fo r 
a U.S.-Sov iet su mmit meeting soon as 
p art of co ntinu ing co nsu ltatio ns with 
Moscow, said also that his d ecisio n on the 
B1 might signal the Kremlin that the ad ­ 
ministratio n is striv ing fo r p ro gress in 
Strategic Arms Limitatio n Talks 
“1 can’t d eny that was a facto r,” he 
said . Bu t the Ru ssians hav e been mo re 
co ncerned abo u t the cru ise missile than 
abo u t the new manned bo mber. 
Carter said his d ecisio n was based on 
his ju d gment of military req u irements, 
giv en the d ev elo p ment of the cru ise 
missile and the fact that mo d ernized B52 
bo mbers can be u sed to carry that 
weap on within its 1,500-mile range of 
enemy targets. 
The Presid ent said he believ es Con­ 
gress will su p p o rt his d ecisio n against 
the Bl. He also said there is alway s the 
p o ssibility that he co u ld rev iv e Bl 


p ro d u ctio n sho u ld relatio ns with Moscow 
d eterio rate. Carter said he d o esn’t ex ­ 
p ect that to hap p en 
Carter’s Bl d ecisio n d o minated his na­ 
tio nally bro ad cast 35-minu te news co n­ 
ference, bu t he also said that he ho p es to 
work ou t an agrément with mainland 
China for fu ll d ip lo matic relatio ns and 
hinted that this wou ld inv o lv e end ing fo r­ 
mal ties with the Natio nalists on Taiwan. 
And he rep eated his stro ng co mmitment 
to the su p p o rt of Israel d esp ite any p ro b­ 
lems that gro w o u t of the shift in go v ern­ 
ments there.

Carter said 
Defense 
Secretary Haro ld Brown su p p o rted his 
d ecision 


Along with the airbo rne cru ise missile. 
Carter stressed he is co ntinu ing the p ro ­ 
gram to p ro d u ce a su bmarine-lau nched 
cru ise missile as a m ajo r weap o n 
C arter’s ju d gment on the Bl is su bject to 
co ngressio nal agreement. The Hou se 
v o ted two d ay s ago to go ahead w ith the 
bo mber Bu t Carter said he believ es Con­ 
gress will su p p o rt him 
"My d ecisio n is that we sho u ld not co n­ 
tinu e with the d ep lo y ment of the Bl and I 
reco mmend that we not co ntinu e with 
p ro d u ctio n." he said 
"The ex isting 
testing and d ev elo p ment p ro gram now 
u nd er w ay ou ght to co ntinu e” 
Carter said that will p ro v id e better 
answers abo u t the co st and effectiv eness 
of theB l

We who are now old have 
time 
to 
u nderstand 
what 
shap ed the cou rse of ou r lives. 
At every ag e p ast childhood, 
ou r p osition dep ended on the 
nu mbers of p eop le we in­ 
flu enced Ou r ideas and ac­ 
tions had meaning to others 
Theirs had imp ortance for u s. 
We established and nu rtu red 
m u ltifaceted 
associations 
Thereby, we achieved statu s 
within and ou tside of ou r 
p erceived p ersonal interests 
We won ou r p lace in the world 
throu g h 
association 
with 
others 
' 
In retirement, the base of 
ou r actions was wip ed away 
We no long er cou ld influ ence 
any of the p eop le with whom 
we 
shared 
p roblems 
We 
dominate none of the situ a­ 
tions they face We create no 
conflicts We enjoy no recog ni­ 
tion We are advis^ meekly to 
accep t as fact the cliche. 
“That's the way 
the ball 
bou nces " 


That's what they keep say­ 
ing Bu t su p p ose we p u t that 
bou ncing ball in the p ast 
tense It's theirs, not ou rs Let 
the p hrase read. “That’s the 
way the ball bou nced" before 
you retired Su ddenly, it's a 
new 
ball g ame altog ether 


You ’re now p laying on a dif­ 
ferent team with 22 million 
contemp oraries whose p rob­ 
lems and interests are similar 
to you r own. The drill now is to

City practices 


minority hiring 


One half of the eight new city workers hired this week 
under the federally-funded Public Service Employment Act 
were blacks, Ron Scott, city director of planning and 
management, announced Wednesday. 
The city was criticized last month by Albert Harwell, 
chairman of the city Human Rights Commission, who noted 
in a report to city officials that only one of the first 10 PSE 
employes hired by the city this year was a member of a 
minority group. 
Although two women applied for the latest position, none 
were hired because they lacked experience, Scott said. There 
were a total of 31 applicants for the eight positions. All per­ 
sons not hired were sent brief letters informing them of this. 
This was another suggestion of Harwell’s. However, Scott 
noted, he had always sent out such letters to all PSE job ap­ 
plicants he interviewed but did not hire. However, Scott con­ 
tinued, each department head was responsible for selecting 
the PSE employes who would work in his respective depart­ 
ment, Not all department heads sent out letters to unsuc­ 
cessful job applicants. 
One of the workers was hired as a “ maintenance-H” 
employe and will receive $583 per month. The remaining 
seven employes were hired as “ maintenance-I” workers and 
will receive a monthly salary of $533. 
Three of the new employes will work in the city sewer and 
sanitation department, one will work at the animat shelter, 
two will work in the parks and recreation department and 
two in the street and alley department. 
Scott said he does not know how long the jobs will be 
funded. All job applicants were certified by the local Employ­ 
ment Security Office. 


Truck line to get 
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India to get uranium 


WASHINGTON (A P )- T h e 
U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Com­ 
mission said Wednesday it has 
approved the export of 27,000 
pounds of uranium to fuel In­ 
dia’s Tarapur Atomic Power 
Station. 
But the NRC emphasized 
that further U.S. shipments of 
nuclear fuel for the Tarapur 
plant would be cut off if India 
explodes any more nuclear 
devices. 
The United States has ship­ 
ped nuclear fuel to Tarapur 
before, but the shipments 


were 
challenged 
March 
2, 
1976, by three citizen groups: 
the 
N atu ral 
R eso u rces 
Defense Council; Sierra Club, 
and the Union of Concerned 
Scientists. 
India 
exploded 
a 
nuclear 
device in 1974, partly with the 
aid of “heavy water’’ provided 
by the United States for other 
purposes.

against the agency. 
Albert Letz, state liquor con- 
trol 
s u p e rv is o r , 
said 
Wednesday his office would 
proceed with investigations 
on whether the sweepstakes 
and bingo games being used 
by hundreds of grocery stores 
might 
violate state liquor 
regulations. 
Letz met with represen­ 
tatives from the firms which 
market the games and of­ 
ficials of grocery companies 
to discuss his recent directive 
warning grocery stores the 
games might violate two li­ 
quor regulations. 
The companies’ spokesmen 
urged Letz to adopt some sort 
of compromise on the ques­ 
tion, so the games could con­ 
tinue while the matter went to 
court. 
But despite their request, 
Letz said he had no choice but 
to continue the investigations 


into possible violations. 
Later a spokesman for the 
group. Bob Olson, said they 
planned to consider possible 
legal steps over the division’s 
position Olson is an attorney 
for Glendinng Co., which is 
one of the 
firms which 
markets the games used by 
the grocery stores. 
Letz’ directive had informed 
the stores they might wind up 
being found in vioaltion of two 
state liquor regulations. One 
prohibits gambling at 
businesses which sell liquor 
and the other prohibits offer­ 
ing through advertisements of 
special inducements to buv 
liquor. 
The stores face possible 
suspension or revocation of 
their liquor licenses if they are 
found to be in violation, Letz 
said. 
The companies’ represen­ 
tatives said a great amouat of 
time, effort and money had 
already been committed to get 
the games started. In addi­ 
tion, Olson and the others said 
they had been assured by the 
state attorney general’s office 
the games could be operated. 
The Division of Liquor Con- 


trol is part of the state Depart­ 
ment of Public Safety. The 
department’ deputy director, 
William 
Mounts, ' said his 
agency had not been directly 
involved in the discussions 
between the companies and 
the attorney general’s office. 
Letz also said he not been 
directly involved. 
Mounts said the investiga­ 
tion of the games would go for­ 
ward on a case-by-case basis 
to determine if there were 
violations.

She doesn't pay her artists

around the country who love to 
send their drawings to The 
Children’s Art Collection, the 
greeting card line which Ms. 
l.ipton markets through her 
company. Hello Studio, Inc. 
And. says Ms. Lipton, “ We’d 
find it impossible to write out 
about 200 different royalty 
checks to children. We give 
the kids a laminated wall pla­ 
que of their cards (which the 
company also sells for a pro­ 
fit), 12 greeting cards and a 
certificate of commendation 
“ Most other card companies 
pay the artist a flat fee or a 
royalty and we do give a royal­ 
ty in our other line, but frank­ 
ly, the children are happier 
that we’re giving donations to 
charity in their names.” 
Actually, just one donation 
so far. Ms. Lipton recently 
gave $1,0(j0 to One To One, a 
New York organization which

they’ll be giving five per cent

And maybe they’ll donate to 
One To One again, she said, 
which would help since, ac­ 
cording to Paul Dolan, ex­ 
ecutive director of the 
organization, “ It takes $.50,(M)0 
to open a private home for 8 to 
12 mentally retarded children 
staffed by professionals and 
there’s an operating cost of 
$8,000 per person per year, ” 
If it occurs to you that these 
donations are probably tax 
deductible, they certainly are, 
says Stuart Fonfa, Ms. Lip- 
ton’s husband, who runs Hello 
Studio with her. 
But what’s wrong with that, 
for heaven’s sake? Lots of 
businesses make charitable 
contributions, and Hello 
Studio is a business, a profit- 
making organization. It’s just 
that somehow the idea of shar­ 
ing the profit with the children 
who supply the art that sells 
the m e r c h a n d i s e is 
distasteful.

WAYNESBURG, Ohio (AP) 
— Mayor Vera Marie Rugani 
is always ready to drop her 
mop and wash cloth to handle 
a municipal emergency. 
The 63-year-old Mrs. Rugani 
cleans windows at a bank 
here, but most of her time 
goes to running this Stark 
County town of 1,325 persons. 
“ I sure don’t do it for the 
money,” she said, referring to 
the $1,000 a year job as mayor. 
She said that because of the 
extra income, her Social 
Security payment was cut by 
$435 a year and the rest of her 
mayor’s income is taken up by 
telephone calls, gasoline and 
other civic expenses. 
But she obviously enjoys the 
job that keeps her busy from 6 
a.m. until well into the night. 
Once, she said, she was 
negotiating with volunteer 
firemen who were threatening 
to not answ'er alarms unless 
the town devoted more tax 
money to the fire department. 
Suddenly, she recalled with 


laughter, the alarm sounded 
and the volunteers stopped in 
mid-sentence, forgot about 
their gripe and rushed to an 
automobile wreck at the 
village limits. 
One of her main concerns is 
trying to get an emergency 
ambulance for the town. The 
closest ambulance is in Can­ 
ton, about 20 minutes away. 
“Somebody could die in that 
time,” she said. 
Between administering the 
sewer and water plant, run­ 
ning the police and water 
departments, working with 
the village council and 
presiding over mayor’s court, 
Mrs. Rugani says she seldom 
has time for her family. 
“That’s my biggest pro­ 
blem,” the grandmother of 
seven said. “ 1 just don’t have 
time to cook a meal. I’ve had 
as high as 42 telephone calls in 


a day. There are no free days 
if you want to do things and do 
them right.” 


it will end. The line now in­ 
cludes cards for most occa­ 
sions, those laminated plaques 
each contributor gets, sta­ 
tionery, address books, line 
memo books, and think about 
the possibility with tee shirts, 
pencil sharpeners, etc. 
The natural resource is 
unlimited and eager. If there’s 
one thing this country has, it’s 
children, maybe three or four 
of whom don’t like to draw.

“Maybe we’ve gotten six or 
seven hundred drawings so 
far,” she says, “ and the 
children are beginning to send 
in their writings, too.” 
Which means Ms. Lipton 
and her partners may not even 
have to think up cute sayings 
anymore for the art they 
choose. Just match one kid’s 
clever idea with another’s 
charming drawing and the 
anguish of creation is, in a 
sense, bypassed. 
Well, if some scent exploita­ 
tion here, the ones most close­ 
ly involved don’t. 


We met several of the artists 
at a greeting card trade show 
at New York’s Coliseum 
recently and asked them if 
they thought they should be 
paid for what they did.

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People who paid to save a life 
None on honor roll regret deeds

CONNEAUT, Ohio (AP) - 
They stepped out of the 
shadows of ordinary life into 
the glare of danger, and they 
carry the scars they earned 
for being Good Samaritans. It 
changed their lives. 
Not one of them regrets it. 
Not Dorothy Kochs in her 
wheelchair, nor Don Hemphill 
with his crippled hands and 
tissue paper skin, nor Christal 
Lynn who taught himself to 
walk again. 
Don Hemphill says it best. 
He dashed after a gasoline 
truck that was being dragged 
by a train, through a sea of 
gasoline. 
He tried unsuc­ 
cessfully to pry the driver 
from behind the 
steering 
wheel before it blew. The ex­ 
plosion threw 
Hemphill 
through the air, afire. 
“ No sir, no regrets,” he says 
23 years later, many of those 
years spent in pain. “ If I had 
to do it over. I’d try a little 
harder, I believe. If I ’d been a 
little quicker, maybe I’d have 
done it. I had a brother driving 
a bus at the time. If that had 
been my brother in there. I’d 
want somebody to do 
something.” 
People like Don Hemphill 
have always been the excep­ 
tions, but in recent years the 
reluctance of people to step 
forward — risking danger or 
merely becoming “ involved” 
— has been a subject of much 
social comment. 
However, while there are no 
statistics to prove it, there are 
some indications that the tide 
of indifference may be turn­ 
ing. More often now. New 
York police arriving at the 
scene of a crime find the 
culprit in the 
hands of 
bystanders. In Washington, 
D.C., police say, it’s more 
common now for bystanders 
to tail armed robbers until 
they find the police or to 
thwart a pickpocket on a bus. 
Why do ordinary citizens 
step forward? Each has his 
own reasons. Hemphill, who 
delivers mail and farms in 
Union Mills, N.C., shares the 
produce of his farm with his 
neighbors. “ I was brought up 
that way. I had a good mother 
and father. And the Bible tells 
you to love your neighbor as 
yourself.” 
Dorothy Kochs, who now 
lives quietly in a small white 
farmhouse outside of Con- 
neaut with three immense 
German shepherds, grabbed 
the arm of a gunman to deflect 
his aim, saving the lives of two 
policemen. 
But she was 
paralyzed 
from 
the waist 
down by 
a police bullet. 
Regrets? “ No, none.” 
Christal Lynn of Bain- 
bridge, Ga., who answered the 
screams of an 11-year-old boy, 
found himself facing a drunk- 
crazed man with a shotgun. 
Lynn took shotgun blasts at 
close range in his left foot, his 
right leg, his right chest, still 
staggering forward to plead 
with the gunman. Then he lay 
there for 
hours bleeding 
and praying, dissuading the 
gun-wielding drunk until help 
arrived. 
“ The things that bothered 
me most when I came to was 
the expression on that child’s 
face, and the look on my wife’s 
face when she came to the 
emergency room.” 


C o lle ge p resident 


steps dow n Friday 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo. (AP) - 
Dr. Robert Foster, president 
of Northwest Missouri State 
for 13 years, will retire Friday 
and be replace by Dr. Robert 
Owens, who served the past 
six years as president of the 
University of Tampa, Fla. 
Owens, a 1959 graduate of 
Northwest, called on everyone 
to “ join with me in the pursuit 
of excellence. The qualitative 
level of this institution is 
great. By the time we are all 
dead and gone it will be even 
greater.” 
A scholarship set up to 
honor Foster by contributing 
$5(X) scholarships each year to 
juniors, seniors and graduate 
students surpassed its $50,000 
goal. 
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All these Good Samaritans 
are winners of Carnegie Hero 
Fund awards that were 
established in 1904 by Andrew 
Carnegie with these words ; 
“ We live in an heroic age. 
Not seldom are we thrilled by 
deeds of heroism where men 
or women are injured or lose 
their lives in attempting to 
preserve or rescue their 
fellows.” 
The Carnegie commission 
investigates hundreds of 
heroic acts each year, glean­ 
ing the most deserving. Last 
year it made 57 awards, 11 of 
them posthumously. 
Dorothy Kochs is 54 now. 
Her hair is gray and frizzed, 
but her smile is bright and her 
features recall prettier days. 
She was a nightclub dancer in 
Cleveland, a tough and in­ 
dependent girl who grew up in 
the depression in Chicago. 
From time to time she 
ponders that awful moment of 
decision in 1956 when she 
threw her 5-foot-3 frame and 


the future of her baby 
daughter into 
a wrestling 
match with a 
menacing 
gunman. 
“ There isn’t much time to 
think. It’s just knowing that 
this terrible thing is going to 
happen and trying to prevent 
it from happening. And many 
ridiculous things come into 
your mind. A lot of ideas that 
don’t make sense... The last 
moment before 1 made my 
move, the realization that I ’m 
going to die came in. And 
that’s when I said, ‘Dear God,’ 
almost like a prayer, and 
‘Jody forgive me.’ Because a 
sudden emotion went through 
me; ‘Gee, what a rotten ideal 
I’m giving this kid. I divorce 
her father, and she has nobody 
but me, and I’m taking me 
away.’” 
Alex Patitsas is 56 now. He 
was a lean 225-pounder in 1965, 
an athletic man who liked to 
fish and hunt, who earned the 
name “ rubber legs” as a 
halfback in high school. He 


prided himself on his speed 
afoot. 
His job as a railroad 
switchman was dangerous. 
Empty gondola cars rolling 
free are called “ silent death” 
by railroaders. Loaded, they 
sound 
like a screaming 
woman. He already had seen a 
fellow worker cut into pieces 
by a rolling train he neither 
saw nor heard. He had a 
premonition one night that 
something bad was going to 
happen. 
One night, Patitsas outran a 
seven-car train to throw a 
body block at a man standing 
in its path. Patitsas lost his 
legs. 
“ It was just a reaction. To 
be honest with you, if I ’d 
known I was going to be hurt, I 
certainly wouldn’t have done 
it. I’m not the hero type,” he 
says. 
“ Would I do it again? I don’t 
know. If it meant saving 
somebody’s life, maybe. I just 
can’t answer the question.” 


Dr. Douglas Lenkoski of 
Case-Western Res erve 
University concedes that 
psychiatrists don’t know much 
about such people because 
they are not the kind who 
come for help. “ We know least 
about healthy 
things,” he 
says. 
They are, he says, people 
with high ideals, altruistic 
people. “ They do these things 
because it’s right to do these 
things in their own minds.” 
All of the Carnegie award 
winners came out of their 
ordeals even more fiercely in­ 
dependent than they had been 
before. Dorothy taught herself 
to control her bodily functions 
and never used the support 
equipment the hospital gave 
her. 
Alex Patitsas taught 
himself to walk on his ar­ 
tificial legs. 
They shunned help. “ If I let 
someone do little things for 
me, it took away my mental 
security,” Dorothy explains. 
Alex tried to help other am­ 
putees, especially those who 
came out of the war in Viet­ 
nam. Once he walked up to a 
group in a Chicago area 
hospital, and one of the young 
men brashly told him, “ Okay 
Mac. you go ahead and talk all 
you want, you’ve got your 
legs.” Whereupon Alex show­ 
ed his artificial legs. 
“ You could have heard a 
feather drop,” he says now. 
“ And I told them, you’re not 
dead. You’re just as alive as 
you ever were. You can do 95 
per cent of the things you used 
to do. The other five per cent is 
the hardest — and that is to 
believe in yourself .” 


Every year the rolls of the 
brave increase — along with 
the stories of people who stand 
by and watch murder and 
rape and fires and drownings 
without lifting a finger. The 
elite Carnegie list now 
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numbers nearly 6,200. But the 
nature of unselfish bravery is 
as much a mystery now as it 
ever was. 


Dorothy Kochs remembers 
trying to fend for herself, 
making dinner in her little kit­ 
chen shortly after the acci­ 
dent. A grease fire started on 
the stove. Her little daughter 
saw it, and in spite of the 
flames she ran to her mother. 
Dorothy smothered the fire 
with salt, but she remembers 
her daughter’s action. 


“ You know,” she says smil­ 
ing, 
“ little children are 
courageous. I think they lose 
their courage from watching 
adults.” 
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Farm wives organize to save their way of life

WEATHERFORD. Okla 
(AP) - Distressed but deter­ 
mined, five farm wives met in 
a rural home in this wheat and 
short-grass country, talking of 
the rising women’s battle to 
preserve a livelihood on the 
soil. 
“The survival of the family 
farm is at stake,” said Arlene 
Neufeld. “ It’s getting scary. 
Something we thought 
c o u l d n ’ t h ap p en is 
happening.” 
Colleen Buckmaster, 
mother of two, said, “ It has 
reached the point where our 
whole way of life is threatened 
. My house, my children, our 
future ... We see it all slipping 
away.” 
“We’re fighting for our liv­ 
ing,” said Shirley Regier, wife 
of a cattleman and wheat 
grower. It was in their brick 
home, rimmed by a wooded 
creek, a vegetable garden and 
stretches of waving wheat, 
that the women gathered as 
harvest time approached. 
They are part of a national 
uprising of farm wives, 
organized to combat the cost- 
price squeeze that cramps 
American farmers, par­ 
ticularly in wheat-growing 
Oklahoma, Kansas and 
Nebraska. 
Wheat prices hover around 
$2 a bushel, about the same as 
a quarter-century ago, dut 
costs have multiplied, the 
price of machinery and fer­ 
tilizer more than tripling in 
the last decade. 
To produce a bushel of 
wheat now costs about $3, but 
the crop brings a third less 
than it costs to produce, an in­ 
congruous market imposed by 
national and international pro­ 
cesses beyond the farmers’ 
control. 
“ It’s just impossible 
mathematically,” said Mrs. 
Buckmaster, whose husband 


raises wheat and cattle near 
Hydro, seven miles east of 
here. 
"A bushel of wheat won’t 
even buy a hair cut,” com­ 
plained Mrs. Neufeld. “ And 
this year, we aren’t even buy­ 
ing spare parts for machinery. 
We’re just welding the old 
ones.” 
“ It costs more to put a loaf 
of bread in a plastic bag than 
to put the wheat in it,” said 
Anabelle Lowry, noting that 
about 2'/^ cents worth of wheat 
flour goes into a 60-cent loaf of 
bread. 
“Why isn’t the low wheat 
price reflected in the super­ 
markets?’’ asked Betty 
Jeanne Steiner. 
The farm w'ives’ movement 
has grown to more than 10,000 
women in 13 states since its 
first convention last fall in 
Kansas City. It’s purpose is to 
educate the people about the 
farmer’s problems and of the 
farm’s importance to the na­ 
tion. They are taking their 
cause to Washington, state 
capitals and the news media. 
“ Our husbands are so busy 
being the best producers in the 
world that it’s necessary that 
women take on this respon­ 
sibility,” Sharon Steffens of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., national 
coordinator of American 
A”griWomen, said in a 
telephone interview. 
At the Regier home north­ 
west of Weatherford, the 
wives — members of 
Oklahoma Women for 
Agriculture — talked of their 
new roles. 
“Farm men are a peculiar 
breed who won’t organize 
even for a common purpose, 
so it had to be the women to do 
it,” said Mrs. Steiner, whose 
husband raises wheat, milo 
and cattle. 
Mrs. Lowry, a sprightly wife 
of a wheat-cattle grower near 
Colony, 15 miles south of 
Weatherford, savs that 


farmers have neglected to 
organize “ right to the verge of 
bankruptcy.” 
“ I feel I’ve been let out of a 
box,” she says. “ For the first 
time, when we get together, 
we don’t just talk about our 
children, but about something 
that involves us all.” 
These activists already 
have deluged city-minded 
state legislators. Con­ 
gressmen and federal officials 
with visiting delegations and 
letters, including two 
truckloads of 70,000 letters 
driven from Oklahoma to the 
nation’s capital on May 3. 
The teams of Oklahoma 
farm wives have been stop­ 
ping Congressmen, invading 
federal offices, taking their 
case to whoever would listen. 
“ We got a run-around.” said 
Mrs. Jerry Shaffer of Pond 
Creek. Okla., back from one of 
the Washington sorties in 
May. 
But the women keep up the 
pressure — in meelings, 
publications, petitions, 
classroom lectures. And their 
national organization plans a 
farm wives’ swoop from 
various states on W’ashington 
late this month or early in July 
when farm legislation comes 
up in Congress. 
“ Most of us don’t consider 
ourselves women’s libbers,” 
Mrs. Steffans said. “ We’re on 
the tractor enough with the 
men already, and we’re not 
uptight on women’s issues. 
Our objective is survival of the 
family farm ” 
As late as 1940, nearly 25 per 
cent of the U.S. population 
lived on farms, but the propor­ 
tion fell to 8.7 per cent by 1960, 
declining to 4.5 per cent, or 
about nine million, today. 
Department of Agriculture 
figures show the cost-price 
twist has cut the average 
farmer’s net income by 32 per 
cent in the last three years, 
from $11,727 in 1973 to $7,920 in 


1976. Because of high equip­ 
ment and land investment 
costs, a farmer may have a 
financial worth of $350,000 but 
an income of only about $8,000, 
tiny compared with ordinary 
returns in other businesses. 
The farm wives say farmers 
now get less than half of the 
$5.08 parity price for wheat, a 
government-figured level for 
a fair return above costs. 
Mrs. Lowry says, “ I get 
very indignant when I hear 
some senator talk about pro­ 
viding a ‘break-even point’ for 
farmers. What that means is 
we work for free. Let everyone 
else make money for their 
work, but we don’t get a dime 
out of it.” 


Mrs. Buckmaster likened 
the farmers to exploited 
laborers in the 19th century 
before they organized for col­ 
lective bargaining rights. 
“They were at the mercy of 
employers, but once they gain­ 
ed a collective voice, people 
started listening to them. 
“We’ve never really told our 
story until now, of how 
everyone depends on the land, 
how forcing more farmers into 
the city only compounds urban 
problems and continuallv 
weakens the essential work of 
producing food.” 


A recent Agriculture 
Department survey of 
bankers indicated that 
f a r me r s in Kansa's, 
Oklahoma, Nebraska. Mon­ 
tana, the Dakotas, Texas, 
Minnesota and Colorado face 
serious credit problems, with 
73.000 in severe straits and 
14.000 likely to lose farms. 


The credit crunch was 
reported harshest' in 
Oklahoma, Nebraska and 
Kansas, where bankers are 
wary of farm loans, and equip­ 
ment dealers charge up to 18 
per cent Interest for 
machinery sold on credit. 
The farm wives say actions 
by former Presidents Nixon 
and Ford in throttling wheat 
sales abroad undercut U.S. 
wheat markets. They argued 
that amid much-heralded 
world food shortages of three 
and four years ago, farmers 
were urged to all-out produc­ 
tion boosts to create safer 
grain reserves but now are be­ 
ing penalized for doing so. 
“ It’s political manipulation 
with our livelihoods,” Mrs. 
Steiner said. 


The women, citing $14.2 
billion in government sub­ 
sidies to railroads, shipping 
and airlines, maintain that on­ 
ly a fraction of such subsidies 


are needed to stabilize farm 
economics. 


They say manufacturers 
and retailers maintain profits 
by price-wage adjustments, 
but farmers have no protec­ 
tion against inflation. 


The women argue for a 
system of government grain 
reserves, as a cushion in poor 
crop years and to help hold 
wheat prices at parity. 


Near the end of their 
four-hour meeting, Shirley’s 
husband, John, observed. 
“ The only wealth of the nation 
comes out of old Mother 


Earth. If the farmers are go­ 
ing to be put out of business, 
we’re all done.” 
“ American people need to 
know the facts,” Mrs. Steiner

them — in the sp ring, grass in 
the su mmer, and ragweed in 
the fall. In additio n a p erso n 
may be allergic to hou se du st,

sp o res of fu ngu s. The latter 
may be in the air co nditio ner 
o r areas that are not well v en­ 
tilated.

Yes, the allergy is inherited. 
A p arent may hav e hay fev er 
and the child may hav e hay 
fev er, asthma o r hiv es.

tho se no rmally fo rmed (IgE). 
It attaches to the cells and 
then reacts with the offending 
allergic su bstance. 
In y o u r case the IgE is at­ 
tached to celts in y o u r nose 
and when the reactio n o ccu rs 
y o u r cells release histamine. 
The histamine fro m y o u r own 
body is what cau ses the sy mp ­ 
to ms.

If a p erso n has hiv es o r 
asthma the IgE antibo dy is at­ 
tached to different cells bu t 
the basic reactio n to the of­ 
fending agent is the same.

and ev entu ally eliminate the 
reactio n of IgE antibo dy with 
the o ffending agent.

Ev ery time a majo r tax refo rm bill is befo re Congress, 
mail fro m the folks back ho me ru ns heav y . Last y ear, du ring 
the mo nths p receding p assage of the Tax Refo rm Act of 197 6, 
co rresp o ndence was said to be two-to-one in fav o r of closing 
tho se no to rio u s and mu ch-misu ndersto o d “loop holes’’ known 
as tax shelters. 
Dep ending on how y ou look at them, tax shelters are either 
a metho d u sed by the wealthy to ev ade p ay ment of tax es or 
they are a legitimate way to enco u rage p riv ate indiv idu als to 
p u t their mo ney into activ ities that wou ld o therwise hav e to 
be financed by p u blic fu nds. 
Tax -free mu nicip al bo nds are a classic economic 
mechanism u sed to indu ce the p riv ate secto r in inv est to p ro ­ 
jects v itq l to the p u blic’s welfare. “Ev ery time we v ote for a 
water and sewer bond issu e, we are v o ting for the u se of a tax 
incentiv e to attract the fu nds needed to refu rbish o u r water 
sy stems fro m p riv ate indiv idu als,’’ p o ints ou t Jo hn J. 
Lou ghlin, v ice p resident of an inv estment firm. 
The bro ad issu e, say s the Merrill Ly nch ex ecu tiv e, is the 
q u estio n of p riv ate v ersu s go v ernment fu nding of p u blic p ro ­ 
jects. And it is o ne to u ching on any nu mber of challenges fac­ 
ing the natio n — imp ro v ement and co nstru ctio n of mass tran­ 
sit sy stems, ho u sing for the elderly and p eop le of low income, 
co nserv atio n and p ro tectio n of the env iro nment and, not 
least, the dev elo p ment of new energy so u rces. 
Sinking an oil well, fo r ex amp le, is a v ery ex p ensiv e and 
risky p ro p o sitio n. It is a good q u estio n where the v entu re 
cap ital wou ld co me fro m if the go v ernment did not p ro v ide 
genero u s tax incentiv es to inv esto rs. 
President C arter’s energy p ro gram also lay s heav y em­ 
p hasis on switching to co al. Bu t to gear u p for a realistic ef­ 
fo rt aimed at greater reliance on co al will co st billions of 
do llars in u p -fro nt cap ital inv estments. 
Here again, tax incentiv es can do the job, say s Lou ghlin. Of 


co u rse, the go v ernment 
u u ld also do it. Co ngress cou ld 
create a Cap ital Inv est n.m t Agency and direct the emp lo y ­ 
ment of all risk cap ital needed for su ch p ro grams and p ay for 
them thro u gh tax es — o r wo rse, thro u gh inflation-fu eling 
bu dget deficits. 
So mething like this has hap p ened in Great Britain where, 
as a rep o rt p u blished by the Jo int Eco no mic Co mmittee of 
Co ngress no tes, “the go v ernment has taken u p on itself the 
ro le of entrep eneu rship . The u nderly ing failu re of British 
p olicy ... has been that the go v ernment has tried to su p p le­ 
ment, rather than co mp lement, the p riv ate m arket.’’ 


RPO cancelled. 


Railro ad bu ffs can mark down the end of ano ther era. The 
last remaining Railway Po st Office (RPO) will make its final 
ru n between New Yo rk and Washingto n, D C., on Ju ne 30. 


The New Yo rk-Washingto n RPO, inv olv ing two fo u r-car 
trains on which mail is so rted, has been the Po st Serv ice’s 
so litary Railway Po st Office since 197 2. It began o p erating on 
Octo ber 15 ,186 4 , fiv e mo nths after the RPO sy stem was in­ 
au gu rated between Chicago and Clinton, Iowa. 


At one time, sho rtly after World War II, there were 1,500 
RPOs crisscro ssing the co u ntry , with 30,000 men wo rking in 
mo re than 4 .000 indiv idu al RPO cars. 


The decline of the RPOs began in the late 1930s, bu t was 
delay ed when railro ad traffic increased du ring the war. The 
really sharp decline began in the 1950s, when the railro ads 
began disco ntinu ing p assenger serv ice. 


Mail will co ntinu e to be transp o rted between Washington 
and New Yo rk by rail, as well as by tru ck and p lane, bu t all 
so rting and p ro cessing will take p lace in o riginating and 
destinatio n p o st offices.

Last y ear a radio lo g ist in 
Sko kie, 111., was awarded $8 ,00 0 
in a co untersuit ag ainst a wo man 
who sued him (unsuccessfully ) 
fo r $2 5 0 ,00 0 after claiming he 
failed to pro perly diag no se a 
tennis injury to her little fing er. 


Since that time, do cto rs in 
Mo ntana and Misso uri hav e wo n 
ev en larg er awards fo r mali­ 
cio us pro secutio n. An o rtho pedic 
surg eo n in Vero Beach, Fla., was 
awarded $1 75 ,0 0 0 just the o ther 
day in a co untersuit ag ainst a 
fo rmer patient and his lawy er. 


The 
patient 
had 
sued the 
surg eo n. Dr. Jo hn Sulliv an, fo r 
implanting in his bro ken arm a 
steel ro d that he said was o ne 
inch 
to o 
lo ng . 
The 
patient 
dro pped the suit when the do cto r 
refused to settle o ut o f co urt. The 
do cto r then filed a suit o f his 
o wn. 


What this seem s to sho w is that 
do cto rs 
who 
resist 
flim sy 
malpractice suits can fend o ff 
such suits and perhaps ev en co l­ 
lect damag es fro m their ac­ 
cusers. 


If mo re do cto rs (and their in­ 
surance co mpanies) were will­ 
ing to challeng e unwarranted 
charg es, the number o f malprac­ 
tice suits wo uld decline and the

The co lu mn was rep rinted in the mili­ 
tant anti-Co mmu nist, Serb ian-American 
newsp ap er Lib erty. The nex t night, the 
p ap er’s chief edito rial writer, Dragisa 
Kasiko v ich, was b ru tally b attered and 
stab b ed to death in Chicago . The 9-y ear- 
o ld dau ghter o f his fiancee was also 
killed, leav ing no witnesses. 


The Chicago Daily News, q u o ting Ser­ 
b ian so u rces, linked the killings to o u r 
Ju ne 14 co lu mn. Fro m FBI do cu ments,

Kasiko v ich no t o nly p u b lished the co l­ 
u mn b u t added his o wn strident co m­ 
ments. It is p o ssib le his assailants 
mistakenly b eliev ed he had instigated 
the co lu mn. Bu t ap p arently , he sensed 
that he had co mmitted his last aggrav a­ 
tio n against the Co mmu nists. Fo r he 
remarked to friends: “They ’re go ing to 
get me no w. I’m the nex t o ne” 


His friends think he was referring to 
the secret p o lice. Later that night, he was 
mu rdered. Inv estigato rs to ld u s the 
mo tiv e co u ld hav e b een p erso nal o r 
p o litical. At this writing, the mu rder is 
u nso lv ed 


U.S. intelligence so u rces, meanwhile, 
hav e to ld u s that the Yu go slav secret 
p o lice, kno wn b y the dread initials UDB, 
hav e step p ed u p their activ ities in the 
United States. In the last few y ears, they 
hav e tried to kill at least two Yu go sla­ 
v ian ex iles in this co u ntry , the so u rces 
say . 


One intended v ictim was a fiery , o ne- 
armed Serb , named Bo ara Blago jev ic, 
who had b een mu tilated b y the Nazis. 
Du ring a 197 4 v isit to the United. States, 
he no tified the FBI that his life was in 
danger. 


The FBI o b tained dram atic co nfirma­ 
tio n fro m Eu ro p e when the UDB assassin 
tu rned in the gu n issu ed to him to m u rder 
Blago jev ic. The o ne-armed fireb rand 
su rv iv ed his U.S. stay b u t was gu nned 


do wn with a similar p isto l in Bru ssels the 
fo llo wing y ear. Belgian au tho rities were 
co nv inced it was a p o litical slay ing. 


The seco nd p lo t was ev en mo re 
b izarre. A Yu go slav dip lo mat and a 
“to u rist,” who p ro b ab ly was a UDB 
agent, co nfro nted the p ro p rieto r o f a 
Chicago restau rant with a strange p ro ­ 
p o sitio n. Acco rding to the p ro p rieto r, 
they asked him to find an assassin who 
wo u ld kno ck o ff an Alb anian-American 
who had o nce liv ed in Yu go slav ia and 
had b eco me an u nco mp ro mising o p p o ­ 
nent o f President Tito . 


The u nnerv ed restau rateu r rep o rted 
the incident to the FBI, which p icked u p 
the my sterio u s “to u rist” fo r q u estio ning. 
The dip lo mat, o f co u rse, had immu nity 
fro m interro gatio n. 


The su sp ect denied the accu satio n, b u t 
the FBI was co nv inced it was tru e. Lack­ 
ing the ev idence to p ro secu te him, 
ho wev er, the au tho rities fo rced him o u t 
o f the co u ntry o n the nex t av ailab le 
p lane. 


Intelligence so u rces hav e to ld u s that 
at least eight p ro minent anti-Co mmu nist 
ex iles hav e b een slain since 1955, so me o f 
them in ho rrib le fashio n. One was gar- 
ro ted with his necktie; ano ther had his 
head cleav ed; a third was b lo wn to b its in 
his car.

WASHINGTON — Let me retu rn, if I 
may . to the p ending Yo u th Camp Safety 
Act. The b ill came o u t o f the Ho u se 
Edu catio n and Lab o r Co mmittee b y a 
25-7 v o te o n May 13; it no w rests in Ho u se 
Ru les, awaiting a green light to send it to 
the flo o r. The b ill is a fu n d a men ta lly b a d 
b ill — and the adv erb merits emp hasis. 


Ou r stru ctu re o f go v ernment rests 
u p o n two fu ndamental p rincip les. One is 
th e 
s e p a r a tio n o f 
p o wers, which has no 
b earing here. The o ther 
is federalism, which is 
directly at issu e. 


This well-intentio ned 
b u t 
m isgu ided b ill 
wo u ld create a new Of­ 
fice o f Yo u th Camp 
Kilp atrick 
S a f e t y 
withi n the 
Dep artment o f Health, 
Edu catio n and Welfare. The directo r o f 


this o ffice, with the assistance o f an ad­ 
v iso ry co u ncil, wo u ld p ro mu lgate ru les 
and regu latio ns hav ing the fo rce and ef­ 
fect o f law. These ru les wo u ld b e b inding 
u p o n the estim ated 10,500 y o u th camp s 
acro ss the natio n. 


The directo r’s au tho rity wo u ld inclu de, 
b u t it wo u ld no t b e limited to : “p erso nnel 
q u alificatio ns fo r directo r and staff;' 
ratio o f staff to camp ers; sanitatio n and 
p u b lic health; p erso nal health, first aid 
and medical serv ices; fo o d handling, 
mass feeding and cleanliness; water su p ­ 
p ly and waste disp o sal; w ater safety , in­ 
clu ding u se o f lakes and riv ers; swim­ 
ming and b o ating eq u ip ment and p rac­ 
tices; firearm s safety ; v ehicle co nditio n 
and o p eratio n; b u ilding and site design; 
eq u ip ment; and co nditio n and density o f 
u se ” 


The co mmittee rep o rt giv es lip serv ice 
— b u t no mo re than lip serv ice — to the 
tho u ght that these are p rimarily state 
resp o nsib ilities. The general idea is that 
the states are to b e enco u raged to enact 


their o wn laws emb o dy ing at least the 
minimu m standards laid do wn b y the 
federal o ffice. Bu t (and this is the first 
ho o ker), any state that failed o r refu sed 
to enact su ch legislatio n wo u ld b e 
federally co ntro lled any ho w; and (this is 
the seco nd ho o ker), ev en tho se states 
that did co mp ly wo u ld remain su b ject to 
co ntinu ing 
federal 
ju risdictio n 
and 
mo nito ring. 


The b ill inclu des all the u su al trim ­ 
mings: 
insp ecto rs, 
rep o rts, 
fo rms, 
statistical data, fines o f $500 to $1,000 a 
day fo r no n-co mp liance, rights o f ap p eal 
in the federal co u rts, and so fo rth. All this 
elab o rate stru ctu re is designed to p ro ­ 
v ide camp ers with safe and healthfu l 
co nditio ns free fro m hazards likely to 
cau se death, serio u s illness o r serio u s ac­ 
cident. 


To retu rn to the main p o int: The b ill 
falls into a p attern that cro p s u p with 
o mino u s freq u ency in Washingto n The 
wro ng-headed theo ry b ehind this p attern 


is that u nifo rmity is go o d, div ersity is 
b ad; federal co ntro l is su p erio r, state 
regu latio n 
is 
inadeq u ate; 
Co ngress 
u nderstands the needs o f the p eo p le, the 
state legislatu res do no t. 


We see this p attern in p ending {Jro - 
p o sals fo r a federal no -fau lt insu rance 
law We see it in President C arter’s in­ 
stant registratio n b ill. We hav e seen it in 
su ch areas as o ccu p atio nal safety , clean 
air standards, and in hu ndreds o f p ro ­ 
grams req u iring matching fu nds fo r 
federal grants in aid.

The 
Tenth Amendment, that great key to the 
ho u se o f o u r fathers, sets fo rth the 
American p lan in wo rds that are to o 
p lain to b e misu ndersto o d and to o 
p recio u s to b e co rru p ted: “The p o wers 
no t delegated to the United States b y the 


Co nstitu tio n, no r p ro hib ited b y it to the 
States, are reserv ed to the States resp ec­ 
tiv ely , o r to the p eo p le.” 


Su rely the p o wer to regu late y o u th 
camp s co u ld no t reaso nab ly b e nu m­ 
b ered amo ng the p o wers delegated to 
Co ngress b y the Co nstitu tio n. It is amo ng 
the p o wers reserv ed to the states 
“ resp ectiv ely .” Only six states, in the ex ­ 
ercise o f their o wn legislativ e ju dgment, 
hav e seen fit to ado p t regu lato ry laws fo r 
y o u th camp s. Otherwise a need fo r 
b u reau cratic co ntro l is no t p erceiv ed. 


A su m mer camp can b e a sp lendid ex ­ 
p erience fo r y o u ng p eo p le. In a go o d 
camp , they learn the o ld v alu es -- self- 
reliance, fo r ex amp le, and indiv idu al in­ 
itiativ e. It might b e help fu l, meta­ 
p ho rically sp eaking, to send the sp o nso rs 
o f this b ill to a p o litical su mmer camp . 
They hav e lo st o ld v alu es, o r nev er 
learned them, and need to get b ack o n the 
trail.

ST, LOUIS (AP) - Pitts­ 
burgh Pirates slugger Willie 
Stargell may have belted his 
400th career home run, but he 
claims it’s not the one he’ll 
remember most fondly. 


The homer that stands out 
most in the mind of the 36- 
year-old first baseman is one 
that doesn’t even count along 
the 400 trail. 


‘‘It was in the All Star game 
in Minnesota in 1965 off Mud- 
cat Grant. It was my first and 
only home run in the All Star 
game,” said the man who 
became only the 17th major 
league ballplayer to reach the 
400 home run milestone. 


A nun retrieved No. 400 in 
the right field stands of Busch 
Stadium in the fifth inning of 
Wednesday night’s 9-1 Pirates 
victory over the St. Louis 
Cardinals. 


‘‘It was nice of her to bring 
the ball down,” Stargell said. 
‘‘I gave her another one.” 


Asked what he was going to 
do with the ball, which was 
stuffed safely in his duffle bag, 
the 15-year Pirates veteran 
replied, ‘‘I’m going to sell it.” 
But then he smiled slightly 
and said, “ No, I’ve got a place 
for it at home.” 
Pittsburgh Manager Chuck 
Tanner said Stargell’s “ bat is 
as quick as it’s ever been. I 
think he could play three or 
four more years barring any 
unforeseen problem.” 
However, Stargell said he 
wants to spend more time with 
his 10-year-old son, Willie Jr. 
“ I’ll play maybe one year 
after this, maybe two.” 
Stargell’s two-run belt, his 
12th of the season, helped the 
Pirates snap a four-game los­ 
ing streak, the last three of 
those losses to the Cardinals. 
Bill Robinson also socked a 
two-run homer and Phil 
Garner added a solo shot in 
the victory. 
“ I’m glad we got the run 
production,” said Tanner, who 


added that the slump 
beforehand hadn’t bothered 
him. 
“ My only concern will come 
in October if we’re not in first 
place,” the Pittsburgh skipper 
said. “ We’re not even half way 
there yet.”

Forest Hills in 1975 and 1976. 
She committed a total of 25 
unforced errors, mostly on her 
forehand. She served six dou­ 
ble faults.

“ I just played a bad 
match,” she acknowledged 
unflinchingly. “ I couldn’t get 
psyched up. I think Virginia 
wanted to win worse than I 
did.”

(near Warsaw) was over three feet above full reservoir 
(60.0) Tuesday. 
Pomme de Terre Lake is above full pool, but the lake is 
clear and the rising water has sent fish, especially bass, on a 
feeding spree. 


TURKEY - COLE CAMP C REEKS; Both streams are 
reported muddy and full. Catfish rated excellent on 
crawdads and cut shad in the upper end of Turkey Creek, 
White bass and some small stripers reported good on min­ 
nows fished about four feet deep where the clear water from 
Spring Branch enters Turkey Creek 
White bass excellent in the upper end of Cole Camp Creek 
on minnows, jigs and spinners, again where the clear water 
from the creek joins the muddy lake water. Catfish fair to 
good on both trotlines and rod and reel. 


ZORA - IVY BEND: Catfish good on small crawdads, cut 
shad and nightcrawlers.

Connors reaches 
Wimbledon final

Jimm y Connors 
reached the final of the men’s 
singles at the W'imbledon ten­ 
nis championships, downing 
the tournament’s most sur­ 
prising voungster, John 
McEnroe, ’ 6-3. 6-3, 4-6. 6-4 
today. 
Connors, of Belleville, 111., 
the world’s top-ranked player, 
is heavily favored to win his 
second men’s title here. He 
last won in 1974 and was 
runner-up to Arthur Ashe the 
following year. 
McEnroe, 
an 
18-year-old 
from Douglaston, N.Y., came 
here mainly to play in the 
junior championship. He is the 
youngest man ever to reach a 
singles semifinal at the All- 
England tournament. 
Connors now meets the win­ 
ner of the second semifinal, 
between the defending cham­ 
pion Bjorn Borg of Sweden 
and Vitas Gerulaitis of 
Howard Beach. N Y. That 
match began on center court 
after the Connors match 
The crowd of 15,000 was 
solidly behind McEnroe, and 
the youngster overcame some 
problems with his serve in the 
first two sets to give Connors a 
scare 
Each of the first two sets 
was decided by one service 
break only, and each time 
McEnroe brought about his 
own downfall 
by 
double- 
faulting. But apart from his 
service troubles. 
McEnroe 
\ irtually 
matched Connors 
stroke for stroke. 
The third set appeared to be 
going the same way when Con­ 
nors broke service in the first 
game, but McEnroe came 
back in the next game and 
broke Connors for the first 
time There were two more ex­ 
changes of service breaks, 
then McEnroe unleashed a 
series of fine backhands to 
break through again at 6-4 for 
the set. Connors managed only 
one point in that game 


McEnroe frequently lured 
Connors into errors—to the 
delight of the crowd—by vary­ 
ing the pace of the game. Con­ 
nors began to have troubles 
with his forehand in the third 
set. 
Connors broke through in 
the first game of the fourth 
set, but McEnroe broke back 
at 2-2. 
The turning point came in 
the seventh game of the final 
set. McEnroe fended off two 
break points before Connors 
got through with a running 
crosscourt return that gave 
him a 4-3 lead 
Connors held on to his ser­ 
vice for the match.

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H ard times for m inorities in Europe 
Colonialism's legacy: burden tor motherlands 


France’s foreign ministry 
estimates more than 135,000 
Indochinese live in France. 
Most are French citizens 
who have integrated 
into 
French life. 
Because of 
religious and cultural ties, in­ 
termarriage with French set­ 
tlers and soldiers in Indochina 
was relatively common, while 
almost nonexistent in North 
Africa. Because of this, In­ 
dochinese have adjusted more 
easily in French society and 
Wver faced racial hostility 
often encountered by Arabs. 
Many are doctors, lawyers, 
architects, and some are in 
the armed 
forces. 
Gen. 
Nguyen Van Hinh until recent­ 
ly was chief of staff of the 
French air force. 
Some 55,000 Indochinese 
from Vietnam, Cambodia and 
Laos, have come to France as 
refugees since the fall of 
Saigon in April 1975. The 
French government takes in 
another 1,000 a month from 
Thailand and elsewhere and 
settles them in their own 
homes, with 
government 
assistance. 
But the bitter Algerian war 


of independence left the 
French with more than 200,000 
refugees, or "Harkis,” an 
Arab word for auxiliaries. 
They fought a losing battle to 
keep Algeria French and fled 
in 1962 to escape reprisal in 
their newly 
independent 
homeland. 
Despite their French 
citizenship, they have failed to 
merge into French society. 
Some 1,500 have lived in 
“ transit camps” in southern 
France for the past 15 years. 
Another 6,000 live 
in 
government-sponsored 
forestry projects. But most ex­ 
ist in urban slums, blending in 
with the nearly one million 
Algerians — 
who hold 
Algerian passports and are 
employed by French industry. 
The Algerians complain of 
widespread racial violence 
and discrimination. 
The 
Harkis have a further com­ 
plaint — rejection by many 
Frenchmen despite their 
French citizenship and their 
fight to retain French rule in 
Algeria. 
The Harkis generally are 
not politically 
active, but 


many younger Harkis are 
turning to activism. 
“ Violent methods are the 
only way left open to us,” one 
camp inmate said recently. 
“ The French 
government 
never moves unless someone 
is actively embarrassing it.” 
When Algerian authorities 
tried to prevent a Harki’s 
7-year-old son from returning 
to France after visiting his 
grandparents in Algeria, a 
group of armed Harkis burst 
into a factory canteen, kid­ 
naped four Algerian workers 
and held them until the boy 
was returned. 
In Britain, where there are 
two million nonwhites and 54 
million whites, 
many 
im­ 
migrants such as the Greeks, 
Cypriots. Chinese, 
Irish, 
Australians and East Euro­ 
peans have quietly eased into 
the mainstream. 
But the West Indians, the 
most militant of Britain’s 
black minority, haven’t been 
absorbed into English society. 
Those who have jobs perform 
m ainly 
m enial tasks. 
Sociologists say the younger 
ones born and raised in Bri­ 


tain are alienated from their 
parents and consider them 
whipped by the white system. 
Much of the blacks’ hostility is 
focused on police. 
B rita in ’s whites feel 
threatened by the West In­ 
dians, Pakistanis, Indians and 
Africans because of the high 
unemployment in the country, 
but unemployment among 
young blacks runs about 20 per 


cent, twice as high as it is for 
young whites. 
In Portugal, small colonies 
of Angolan, Mozambican and 
Cabindan refugees are 
clustered throughout the coun­ 
try in bad housing with few 
jobs and a bleak future.

LONDON (AP) - Orphans 
of colonialism’s dead empires, 
many of Europe’s immigrant 
minorities live on society’s 
fringe in urban ghettos. 
These black people and 
people of mixed race are a 
constant reminder of a past in­ 
fatuation gone sour and a 
white man’s burden grown too 
heavy to bear. 
South Moluccans and 
Surinamese in Holland, 
Harkisiof Algeria in France, 
West Indians and Africans in 
Britain, Mozambicans and 
Angolans in Portugal — many 
are outsiders in mother coun­ 
tries which divorced their 
homelands through war or 
neglect. 
Usually their lives are a 
quiet undercurrent in the 
mainstream of their adopted 
cities. But sometimes their 
frustration 
explodes into 
violence, as in the case of the 
recent South Moluccan sieges 
in Holland. 
Some, like the 135,000 Viet­ 
namese and Cambodians in 
France, appear to have in­ 
tegrated fairly well into the 
life of their countries’ former 
colonial masters. 
But elsewhere, the frustra­ 
tions of unrealized dreams 
nurtured on a one-way trip 
from the underdeveloped 
tropical colonies to the pro­ 
mised lands of Industrialized 
plenty have bred widespread 
discontent and distrust. 
When ghetto streets are 
quiet. Western bureaucracies 
embroiled in economic and 
political crises tend to ignore 
the growing militancy of their 
unhappy immigrants. But in­ 


creasingly, a second genera­ 
tion of outcasts is reaching 
maturity in these polyglot 
pockets founded 
by 
their 
parents after World War II. 
Many have never seen 
Jamaica or Bali or Surinam 
but they were raised on 
reminiscences of balmy 
breezes and fruit-laden trees 
and carefree idleness which 
their homesick parents say 
they left behind. The stories 
are better than the realities of 
slum life. The anger builds — 
against the government, 
against the whites, 
even 
against the elders who caution 
against revolt. 
When something goes 
wrong, governments usually 
respond with a frantic effort to 
deal with the immediate 
discontent. 
But when 
the 
situation is defused, govern­ 
ments tend to breathe a sigh of 
relief and turn their backs 
again. 
Meanwhile, 
the yearning 
masses keep yearning. 
The Dutch are struggling to 
integrate two groups of 
former colonials — the South 
M o l u c c a n s a nd t he 
Surinamese — into a packed 
country roughly the size of 
Maryland. But there is a hard­ 
core group of South Moluccans 
who want independence for 
their home islands. Angered 
by repeated Dutch refusals to 
support their goal, they have 
staged numerous acts of ter­ 
ror or protest in this decade. 
the Dutch have tried to per­ 
suade the South Moluccans to 
accept life 
in a modern 
welfare state, but most cling 
to old ways and only about 20 
per cent have become Dutch 
citizens. The exiles originally 
were settled into old army

camps. Most now are resettled 
in modern housing units where 
they choose to live apart from 
their Dutch neighbors a few 
blocks away. The government 
subsidizes rent and social pro­ 
jects and often pays for fur­ 
niture for those moving into 
new homes. 
Unlike the South Moluccans, 
who want a homeland of their 
own, the Surinamese, from the 
former colony of Dutch 
Guiana on the northeast tip of 
South America, want to stay in 
the Netherlands. 


When Surinam became in­ 
dependent two years ago, 
Surinamese came in droves 
for richer educational and 
social advantage, and more 
than 100,000 now live in their 
adopted country. But large 
numbers ended up on welfare, 
and that drain on public funds 
is resented. An unemployed 
couple with four children can 
draw state payments totaling 
about $425 a month plus rent 
subsidy and health insurance.
